This action is in response to the Application filed on 2 January 2004 in which claims 1-2 
are pending.

Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "integrated directory within a 
telephone 9 ' etc., must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter

should be entered.

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: not a sentence, and 
misspelled words. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sussman (U.S. 
Patent No. 5,483,586). 

Regarding claim 1, Sussman teaches a telephone (fig. 1-2) with an integrated directory 
system col.2 line 51 through col. 3 line 34) comprising business logo advertisements (Bell 
Atlantic, col. 1 line 67 and col. 4 lines 28-37) and other information in the event that paperback 
phonebooks become obsolete for future phones, whether they are payphones, residential, N mobile, 
cellular, computers, or any other telephone. 

Regarding claim 2, Sussman teaches central processing unit (12, col. 3 line 50 through 
col. 7 line 29) relays to semi-conductors and RAMS to process the data to be shown on ascreen 
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(14, col. 5 lines 10-17) in the environment of the invention which is a telephone with an 
integrated directory system.
